McNutt, several companies of Indiana 
Sptiene! pearenees moved into Sulli- 
van, Ind., after the homes of two 
miners had been bombed. Five homes 
were bombed at Hymera, Ind. About 
300 guardsmen in all were ordered 
into the district, where coal. miners 
are on strike. 

Meantime, silk mill strikérs . from 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania jour- 
neyed to Washingten to attack silk 
and cotton industrial codes in hear- 
ings before NRA officials.

Although Report Says 
Yield Will Be 12,885,000 
Bales. 


| 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—(P)— 
Along with an estimate that 12,885,- 
000 bales of cotton would be grown 
in the United States this year, the 


agriculture department said today 
that an increased acreage and “much 
larger production” was indicated 
abroad. 

The forecast today was 471,000 
bales higher than that on Septem- 
ber 8. 

Despite the increase in the govern- 
ment crop estimate, cotton showed 
gains of 14 to 19 points in New Or- 
leaus, equivalent to 70c to Y5c a bale. 
Advances of 13 to 17 points were 
made in the New York cotton mar- 


ket. 

The 1933 crop, if the department’s 
predictions are borne out, will 
only 117,000 bales less than that of 
1932, despite the campaign which re- 
sulted in the plowing under of about 
10,396,000 acres this summer, 

Higher Yield Per Acre. 

The average yield forecast per acre 
gave the reason. The crop reporting 
board predicted the yield at 205.3 lint 
pounds per acre, as compared to 173.3 
in 1982 and an average of only 167.4 
in the period between 1922-31, 

The department said information 
reaching it was that the cotton acre- 
age in India this season was 14,031,- 
000 as compared with 13,413,000 last 
year. China’s acreage was estimated 
at 5,945,000 compared with 5,630,000 ; 
Egypt, 1,873,000 and 1.135,000; Rus- 
sia, 4,858,000 and 5,139,000; Mexico, 
421,000 and 188,000; Bulgaria, 79,000 
and 20,000, and Syria and Lebanon, 
14,000 and 20,000. 

The Egyptian production for 1933 
has been estimated at 1,642,000 bales 
as compared with 1,005,000 last sea- 
son; China, 2,600,000 and 2,260,000; 
Brazil, 472,000 and 226,000; Bulgaria, 
21,000 and 8,000; Mexico, : 
and 95,000; Asiatic Turkey, 19,000 
and 28,000. Production estimates are 
not available for the other countries 
whose acreage was given. 

Texas Jumps Up. 

Today’s forecast for Texas account- 
ed for 375,000 bales of the increase 
above the September estimate, with 
increases being shown for all major 
states save Mississippi and Louisiana. 

The report said conditions during 
September were unusually favorable 
for maturing late bolls, and that in 
most parts of the belt the crop had 
matured and a large proportion of 
bolls had opened. Picking and gin- 
ning made good progress. 

The ginning report made public 
today showed that 5,851,415 bales had 
been ginned to October 1, as compared 
with 4,835,990 during the same period 
last year. 

Cotton consumed during the month 
of August amounted to 588,570 bales,

WORLD ASSEMBLY 
ON DISARMAMENT 
T0 RESUME WORK 


Steering Committee De- 
cides To Proceed on 
Schedule as German 
Voices Desire for Accord 


GENEVA, Oct. 9.—()—The full 
assembly of the world disarmament 
conference will be resumed next Mon- 
day as planned, the steering commit- 


tee of the parley decided today, 
buoyed up by a statement of the Ger- 
man delegate that his country desires 
an accord. 

Before the vote was taken, Arthur 
Henderson, president of the assem- 
blage, warned that any postponement 
would lend weight to reports that the 
nations had no intention to bring forth 
a genuine pact. Such a postponement, 
he continued, would result in suspi- 
cion, 

Following the decision the commit- 
tee adjourned until Saturday to per- 
mit conversations among the delegates 
in the meantime. Almost at once Dr. 
Rudolf Nadolny, the chief reich dele 
gate, and Joseph Paul-Boncour, 
French foreign minister, got their 
heads together. 

The cautious determination reflect- 
ed in the steering committee meeting 
was tempered with a full recognition 
of the fact that a chasm still divides 
the positions taken by Germany and 
by the other European nations. 

Against Rearmament. 

France, Great Britain, the United 
States and to a great extent Italy, 
previously all have pronounced them- 
selves against a rearmament of Ger- 
many. The reich, on the other hand, 
insists on the right to possess all the 
defensive armaments to be allowed the 
others. 

A German spokesman said . this 
stand means that his country wants 
pursuit planes, tanks and artillery up 
to 155 millimeters. 

“Germany,” the spokesman said, 
“will not ask any heavier armaments

The need for an additional and 
safer and less congested, highway 
between Atlanta and Buford is em- 
phasized by. the - tragic accident 
Sunday night on the Lawrenceville- 


Decatur road in which the lives of 


two young Atlanta college students 
were snuffed out. 

The deaths of these two young 
men make a total of ten lives which 
have been lost during the past few 
years on the crooked and danger- 
ous highway between Buford and 
Atlanta, via Lawrenceville. For 
practically the entire distance from 
Decatur to Lawrenceville the road 
winds in a haphazard way around 
sharp curves and up and down hills, 
making driving both difficult and 
perilous. . 

Its construction makes it the 
most dangerous road in Georgia 
and its hazards are intensified by 
the heavy load of traffic it carries 
both day and night. It is now the 
only paved outlet from northeast 
Georgia into Atlanta and as a result 
is jammed with passenger cars and 
huge buses, trucks and’ vans at all 
hours of the day. 

All the motor traffic to Atlanta 
from North and South Carolina and 
from the territory in which Gaines- 
ville and Athens are located now 
uses this highway because there is 
no other paved road leading into 
this city from the northeast. 

Under the program of highway 


construction to be undertaken with | 


the $10,000,000 Georgia will 
ceive from the federal highway 
fund, $200,000 has been allocated 
for the improvement of the present 
unpaved portions of the road from 
Atlanta to Buford,

Making 
Verey-Lights. 


The London Herald learns from an | 


authoritative source that a factory 
in Germany, at Magdebourg, is turn- 
ing out 20,000 Verey-lights a month. 
The factory had been closed since 
1918, but since the accession of Herr 
Hitler it has gone back to work. A 
special staff of workmen is employed 
there. This means that the. workers 
are not only technically proficient, 
this hardly needs to be emphasized in 
the case of Germans, but they are 
also politically of the right color. 
They are good nazis. 

Verey-lights are those parachutic 
things which illumined no-man’s 
land at nights whenever one of the 
combatants suspected that some dirty 
work, raids for instance, were about 
to be carried out. They burst wuy up 
high and then sbed a blinding light 
for about three or four minutes over 
a large area. In other words, Verey- 
lights are war equipment. Why does 
Germany need them? Herr Hitler 
and his associates in the government 
keep on assuring the world that Ger- 
many thinks of nothing. but peace, 
that there is not the slightest danger 
of Germany attacking anybody either 
now or in the future. Then why 
Verey-lights? Does Germany fear an 
attack from the side of France, or 
Poland or Austria? 

The idea itself is too childish to en- 
tertain. But Germany manufactures 
poison gas, and the Mauser concern 
is working full speed, three shifts a 
day turning out rifles, each city is 
donating one, or two, or, five or more 
bombing planes to the national gov- 
ernment, and Germany is making 
Verey-lights. The answer from the 
German side 1s that there will come 
a day when Germany must speak her 
mind, freely, independently without 
being held back by fear of France, or 
with France saying what Germany 
may do and what not. Germany wants 
to speak out. Alas, her voice we know 


too well.

The Manchester Guardian, the great 
liberal paper of England, has sent a 
special correspondent to Upper Silesia 
to inquire into the condition of the 
Jews.

misery and starvation for the Jews. 
Not by any act of God, but willed, de- 
signed and carried out with charac- 
teristic thoroughness by the nazis. 

The London Times simultaneously 
carries some articles written by inde- 
pendent witnesses which fully confirm 
the Guardian. And yet there are peo- 
ple who deny thaf there is such a 
thing as a nazi terror. Wished it 
were true!

Some time before two 
Terre Haute companies of the 152d 
infantry were on hand to take charge. 
Three other companies were held in 
readiness. 

The Starburn mine, a shaft located 
near Shelburn in northern Sullivan 
county, was the storm center of the 
trouble. 

During the night dynamite explo- 
sions damaged the homes of two 
miners at Sullivan, Other explosions 
were reported at Hymera. Apparently 
the blasts were directed at the homes 
of the Starburn co-operative workers. 

The bombings were followed by the 
clash at the mine. Workers making 
their way to the shaft under the es- 
cort of county authorities were sur- 
rounded by a group of pickets, Some 
stones were hurled and two shots 
were fired. 

No one was injured and word that 
national guardsmen were on their 
way spread quickly and the pickets 
soon dispersed. 

STRIKERS IN WASHINGTON 
RAP CODE WAGE SCALE 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—(?)— 
More than 300 striking silk workers 
from Paterson, N, J., and Allentown, 
Pa., massed in the commerce depart- 
ment auditorium and roared approval 
today as speakers attacked wage pro- 
posals in the silk code signed by the 
president on Saturday. 

They cheered when Senator Kean, 
of New Jersey, concluded a plea for 
an end to the silk strike by telling 
on Administrator A. D. White- 
side : 

“I ask you to consider this serious 
situation so they can be put back to 
work at a reasonable wage, and that 
we may go forward.” 

Later, the strikers rose to their 
feet in a prolonged demonstration, 
while police rushed into the aisles, 
as Ann Burlak, a_ slender, flaxen- 
haired organizer for the National 
Textile Workers’. Union, concluded a 
denunciation of wage provisions of 
the cotton and silk codes with the ul- 
timatum: 

“The workers will write their own 
codes on industrial picket lines.” 

Actually all references to silk were 
out of order, as today’s hearing was 
on proposed endments to the cot- 
ton textile e which ,would bring 
cotton and rayon finishing, thread 
manufacturing and cotton mercefizing 
under the textile charter. Neverthe- 
less, the labor representatives were 
permitted to speak freely on the silk 
code controversy. 

Two opposing groups of textile 
workers were present. The National 
Textile Workers’ Union, led by the 
youthful Ann Burlak, veteran of many 
a strike, marched into the hall after 
a parade to the building from a tour- 
ist camp where the delegation spent 
the night. The United Textile Work- 
ers’ group, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
arrived soon after as Miss Burlak’s 
a applauded and stamped their 

eet. 
‘A call was sent for extra police 
but they were not needed as the 
strikers made no disturbance, other 
than unrestrained cheering for their/ 
own speakers. 

Meanwhile, strikes without resort- 
ing first to arbitration were called 
destructive to recovery by Senator 
Wagner, of New York, in a speech 
before the American Federation of 
Labor, in which he agreed that the 
wages and hours in some NRA codes 
should be changed further-to benefit 
the workers. 

With thousands of workers out on 
strike, the New-Yorker who hel 
draft the reeovery act and now is 


told the convention: “Any group 
which indulges in strikes or lockouts 
without first invoking the interven- 
tion of the national labor board vio- 
lates every dictate of good policy and 
exhibits a complete oversight of the 
magnificent possibilities of our whole 
recovery philosophy and program.”

He was wearing a spare set of teeth 
over his own, as disguise, and carried 
several sets of spectacles, An aviator, 
Winkler gave his name as Jerry Kral, 
Chicago pilot; but he was recognized 
and taken on a tour of places in 
America where he was wanted for 
bank robbery, murder, kidnaping. 

“The “Secret Six” and Bankers’ As- 
sociations of Nebraska and Illinois 
took him over at Chicago when his 
skull mended. 


Recovered Loot. 

Winkler frankly admitted he was 
afraid of a jury out in Lincoln, Neb., 
and he would rather do what he could 
to recover the $2,870,000 stolen from 
the Lincoln National Bank and Trust 
Company than go out and defend him- 
self. The “Secret Six” and the authori- 
ties agreed to let him try. They be- 
lieved the he was a member of the 
directorate of the Capone gang; that 
he knew who the robbers were. 

On January 5, 1982, Winkler stood 
by his bargain. He delivered at a 
Chicago bank $583,000 worth of the 
bonds taken in one of the most amaz- 
ing bank robberies in history, and gave 
proof that $2,217,000 of the non- 
negotiable securities had been burned. 
All the time he asserted his own inno- 
cence of the robbery. 

Perhaps that job as go-between cost 
him his life today. It may be that 
the murderers of Policeman Cunning- 
ham, or members of the mail robbery 
band the government was relentlessly 
rounding up today—24 are held in 
connection with the crime in several 
cities—or his confederates in scores 
of crimes, decided he was safer dead. 
The secret service was investigating 
his connection with the federal reserve 
robbery. The district attorney, 
Dwight H. Green, and postal inspec- 
tors said he had no connection with 
the quarter million-dollar holdup a 
year ago. 

No Leose Work. 

There was no loose work by the 
executioners today.

In his 
poeket they found $280 cash. 

The car he had driven to the op- 
posite curb was registered by his body- 
guard’s sister. Last April 1 Winkler 
and the bodyguard, David Goldblatt, 
had been arrested carrying weapons 
and several thousand dollars in enve- 
lopes, marked as though for payoffs. 
He was convicted of gun-toting, but 
appealed, 

There was no talking at the hospi- 
tal. Police tried to question him, but 
Winkler paid no heed. 

“They've got me, I know it,” he 
cried. “Give me a glass of water,” 
and he asked for a clergyman. 

While the priest was murmuring 
the rites of his church he died. A 
few moments later a group, of sur- 
geons, attending a convention of the 
American College of Surgeons here, 
stepped into the operating room and 
examined the body of the gangster.

Charles A. Stoneham, president of 
the Giants, made the announcement 
after a conference with Terry and as 
a prompt recognition of the sensation- 
al achievement of “Memphis Bill” in 
landing the club on top of the base- 
ball world this year. All Stoneham 
would say about the terms, however, 
was that both “parties to the agree- 
ment were “greatly satisfied.” 

COMPLETE BOSS. 


Terry had another year to go under 
the managerial contract he signed 
after succeeding John J. McGraw, in 
1932, but this was torn up by mutual 
consent. It was understood Terry re- 
ceived $30,000 a year under the former 
contract., The new agreement puts 
Terry in complete charge of the team 
up to an including 1938. 


Stoneham handed newspapermen the 
following statement: 


“The New York Giants are glad to 
announce that they have signed Bill 

erry to a five-year contract as man- 
ager. While no terms are announced, 
it can be definitely stated that both 
parties to the contract are greatly sat- 
isfied with the terms. At the same 
time, Terry signed a player contract 
for an equal five-year period.” 

Terry, in the midst of receiving con- 
gratulations from friends, players and 
newspapermen, most of whom had pre- 
dicted last spring the Giants would be 
lucky to land in the first division, still 
had high words of praise for every 
member of the Giants.

“T do wish to make it clear that 
Vines had no agreement and did not 
sign anything until after he finished 
his amateur career in the Pacific 
Southwest tournament last monts: at 
Los Angeles,” added Tilden. “I have 
talked with Bllsworth about the pos- 
sibilities of professional tennis several 
times within the past three years. 
_ ago, when he was at the top, 

urged him to join us but he de- 
cided otherwise. Meanwhile I made 
no.further attempt to influence him.” 

It is nerally understood Vines 
made up his mind to forsake amateur 
tennis not later than a month ago, 
when he lost the National singles 
title, at Forest Hills.
